McGuire Amends Bill. 
After a brief explanation of the 
amendment by Mr. McGuire, it was 
adopted 
without 
opposition.

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the amendment. 
The bill will now 
go to the senate where it, probably 
will encounter opposition from mem­ 
bers of the Indian committee of that 
body. 
Several 
attempts 
have 
been 
made during the past five years to 
put through a bill providing for the 
sale of the surface of the coal lands, 
but without success. 


Several senators have objected to 
such legislation on the grounds that 
it would not provide sufficient pro­ 
tection 
to the 
Indians. 
The coal 
deposits are said to be worth forty 
millions at a low estimate and pre­ 
cautions have been taken to prevent 
railroads and 
syndicates 
from 
de­ 
frauding the tribes. Despite the fact 
that the McGuire amendment pro 
vides for the sale

lands only the question of whether 
it protects the rights of the Indians 
to mineral will be raised. 
Gore Has Bill. 
Senator Gore during the day in­ 
troduced a somewhat similar hill in 
the senate.

Position Explained. 
Senator Gore stated today that he 
introduced the bill because it was 
b id en t that the republican majority 
in the house was not disposed to 
favor winding up the affairs of the 
Five Civilized Tribes at this session 
and that he believed in getting a 
half loaf rather than none. The in­ 
terior department Is on record as 
iavoiing the sale of the surface at 
this time. 
There was also added to the Burke 
hill provisions inserted in the Creas­ 
er Five Tribes bill by Representa­ 
tive Carter. This amendment would 
make retroactive that part of the 
restrictions act of 1908 bearing upon 
the property 
of deceased 
Indians. 
Considerable property is affected by 
the provisions as follows: 
Convey­ 
ances made by full-blood heirs sub­ 
sequent to July 27, 1908, of allot­ 
ments where the allotee died prior to 
May 2<, 1908, shall have the same 
effect as if the allottee had died sub­ 
sequent to May 27. 1908, and without 
requiring the approval of the secre­ 
tary of the interior.” 
Ferris Is Opposed. 
Representative Scott 
Ferris 
also 
took a fling at what he called “re 
actionary 
legislation. He succeeded 
in having eliminated from the bill a 
provision which would make it im­ 
possible for every restricted Indian 
n the United States save only the 
F\ e Tribes to 
sell 
their 
personal 
property. He pointed out that al­ 
most every western banker and bus­ 
iness man had taken chattel 
mort­ 
gages on an Indian’s pony or live 
stork and that a great convenience 
to the 
Indians 
had 
resulted. 
The 
Indian office is in favor of this na­ 
tional restriction upon the Indians, 
v hairman Burke finally agreed to let 
the provision go out of the hill. 
An attempt to repeal an old old 
law which provided for an allotment 
I of Indians on the pubic domain fail- 
j ed. This provision, it is thought, will 
some day be made use of by Indians 
who for one reason or another fail­ 
ed to establish their rights to allot­ 
ments in the Five Tribes and else­ 
where. 
The Burke hill was also amended 
in order that state banks may be­ 
come depositories for Indian mon­ 
eys. Heretofore only national banks 
have enjoyed this business. It is es­ 
timated that in Oklahoma alone sev­ 
eral million dollars may be trans­ 
ferred from national to state hanks, 
if the proper security is forthcom-

TEDDY SEES SHAM BATTLE. 


First Civilian That 
Ever 
Reviewed 
German Troops—Salutes Each 
Command. 


Berlin, May ll.—A sham fight in 
which 12,000 German soldiers of all 
arm s took part, occupied the atten­ 
tion of Col. Roosevelt and 'Emperor 
William for several hours this morn­ 
ing. After the battle, which took place 
on the field at Doeberitz, the whole 
body of troops paraded before the ex- 
president and the emperior, who were 
standing side by side some twenty 
paces in front of the gorgeous staff. 
They saluted the colors of the var­ 
ious commands, the emperor touching 
his helmet and Col. Roosevelt lifting 
his sombrero. 
Speaking 
partly 
in 
English 
and 
partly in German, the emperor, turn­ 
ing to Col. Roosevelt, said: 
“You are the first civilian who has 
reviewed our soldiers,” and then to 
the German officers: “We are honor­ 
ed in having here the distinguished 
colonel of the Rough Riders.” 
The former president was five hours 
in the saddle, and spent much time 
talking with the edjporor. They drew 
apart from the others and at times 
were exceedingly vehement in their 
gestures. Col. Roosevelt wore a dingy 
khaki 
uniform, 
while the emperor 
and his generals, in uniforms of blue 
with gold helmets, made a striking 
contrast.

of the freight >-ates in operation at 
that time 
They had figured on us- 


ing a -great quantity of asphaltum 
from Ardmore, the freight on which 
at that time was 52c per ton Immed- 
iately upon the renderings of the 
Hook decision the railroads advanc- 
ed the rates on asphaltum to $1.50— 
an increase of approximately 200 per 
cent. This increase compelled the pav- 
ing company to cut their expenses, 
so they reduced the wages of their 
employes from J2DO per day to ?1.75 
per day. The officials of the com- 
pany told Mr. Daugherty that thej 
:wore perfectly willing to pay current 
prices for labor, but to do so in 
view of the increased freight rates 
would cause them to loose heavily 
on their contract. Under the law how 
ever, they were compelled to restore 
the wages of employees to the former 
•figure and to bear loss themselves.

Daugherty of the State Department of 
Labor, who has just returned to the 
capital from Norman., tells of a situa- 
tion that exists in that city, which il- 
lustrates one of the effects of the 
recent Hook decision. 


It appears from Mr Daugherty's 


statement that a certain paving com- 
pany having its offices m another 
state, had recently taken a contract 
with tne city~of Norman to put in a 
lot of paving 'In due time this work 
was inaugurated and the company 
employed a Targe number of work- 
men. 
Under the law of the state any 


company employing laborers 
must 


pay them the wages common to the 
community in which the work is be- 
ing done 
It was reported to Mr 


Daugherty that this law was being 
violated; so he went to tNorman forth- 
with to make an investigation. 


At Norman Mr. (Daugherty found 


that the paving company had taken 
the contract before Judge Hook rend- 
ered his decision, and that Jhey had 
figured their contract on the basis 
[of the freight >-ates in operation at 


I that time 
They had figured on us- 


fing a -great quantity of asphaltum 
from Ardmore, the freight on which 
at that time was 52c per ton Immed- 
iately upon the renderings of the 
Hoot decision the railroads advane- 
ed the rates on aspbaltum to $1.30— 
an increase o£ approximately 200 per 
cent. This increase compelled the pav- 
ing company to cut their expenses, 
so they reduced the wages of their 
employes from J2DO per day to ?1.75 
per day. The officials of the com- 
pany told Mr. Daugherty that thfij 
:were perfectly willing to pay current 
prices for labor, but to do so in 
view of the increased freight rates 
would cause them to loose heavily 
on their contract. Under the law how 
ever, they were compelled to restore 
the wages of employees to the former 
-figure and to bear loss themselves.
